Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 5 and 36 - 60 are allowed over the prior art of record. 
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5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Takemura in 
view of Zhang and Voutsas substantially show the claimed invention. However, 
Takemura either in combination or alone do not show leveling the crystalline 
semiconductor layer before etching it. Takemura etches the semiconductor layer to 
form islands of the crystalline semiconductor material and then anneals it to smooth out 
the surface of the islands. It would be improper hindsight to ascertain that the invention 
of Takemura could be modified to show the claimed invention since Takemura 
specifically teaches that the etching occurs prior to the leveling. Therefore the claimed 
invention as a whole is neither anticipated nor rendered obvious over the prior art of 
record.
